of American manufactures and of the
first cotton mill in America. Until re.
cently the house occupied by Namuel
Slater has been used as o private dwell-
ing. It stands upon one of the prinei-
pal business streets, a large, square,
brick building, with & door in the cen-
tor of the front and a large parlor on
either side. The quaint, old fashioned
wall paper on these two rooms has al-
ways beon an object of interest to visit-
ors and has guite a history. It represents
a romantic landscape with trees half
the height of the room, and tradition
has it that this identical paper was de-
signed and made for a European mon-
arch, whoso fastidious taste was not
pleased at the completion of the work
and it was refused. The manufacturer
was of course ruined by this unhappy
transaction, and Samuel Slater hearing
of it—whoether prompted by philanthropy
or self glorification is not stated—imme
dintely purchased it

How to Manunge Them with Ease and
Safety.
[Spevial Correspondence. |

8r. Lovml, June 80,—The season of
drowning accidents has agwin opened,
1 am convineed that many lives would
be spared if the large number of persons
who are fond of rowing would take the |
trouble to learn how a boat should be
handled,

But let me describe the various parts \
of a boat first. The stern of a boat is
the part where the rudder is put on, the

Jump-
ing into a boat is also n very bud habit,
The proper way of getting on board is
to put the right foot down firmly either
in the middle of a thwart or in the hot:

out and begin slowly torow. The blades
should be dipped just deep enongh to

It takes
indeed very little practice to become
accustomed to the stroke, After you
have acquired an even stroke begin prac-
ticing to turn your little craft. This is
done by holding one oar motionless
while pulling with the other, The quick-
est way of turning o boat is of course
to push with one and pull with the other
oar, but only persons who have acquired
some proficiency can safely do this. Al
ways keep a sharp lookout and make
sure there are no obstacles in your way,
Collisions on the water are always dan-
gerous,  To tomfoo) in bouts is the worst
thing young people can do, and muny n
young life has been lost in that way.
With ordinary precautions, however,
people are safer in a boat than in a car-
riage or on horseback.
